the arguments are found to be non-persuasive. The examiner notes that 
applicant is not disputing the portion of the rejection that deals with the leaner car and 
pre-approving the leaner car request as claimed. With respect to the giving of a code to 
pick up the leaner car, in view of the fact that the Ward article discloses the 
convenience of the Express 24 system that allows customers to pick up and drop off 
vehicles outside of a service center's business hours, one of ordinary skill in the art 
would be motivated to use the Express 24 system for not just customer vehicle pickup, 
but also for the dispensing of keys for a leaner car so that leaner cars can be picked up 
outside of business hours. Using the Express 24 system to dispense leaner car keys in 
addition to customer vehicle keys is considered obvious, especially in view of the fact 
that a leaner car has been pre-approved. By not using the Express 24 system, any 
customer desiring a leaner car would be required to show up at the service center 
during business hours, which defeats the intended purpose of having the Express 24 
system in the first place. The argument is considered to be non-persuasive. The 
combination results in a code being given during the session with the host server as
